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“Justice... or Mercy’ 


By Cares M. GuILBEeRT 


A man and his wife, convicted of treason against their country in war- 
time, and condemned to death, have been exploring every avenue of escape 
from the penalty cf their actions. Their most recent maneuver was an 
appeal to the judge who condemned them to commute their sentence to one 
of life-imprisonment. Their appeal has been denied, and the judge is 
reported to have said, in effect, “No new evidence has been submitted 
which would change the judgment of this court. The defendants, still 
defiant, have appealed upon the basis of justice, not mercy. They have 
demanded justice, and justice they have obtained.” 

With what clarity does this incident light up the meaning of Lent, with 
its insistent call, “Repent, confess, thou shalt be loosed from all.” 

To many moderns it has seemed inconsistent with the nature of God 
that his foregiveness should wait upon our repentance. We rebel at the 
idea expressed in so many of our hymns: 

With broken heart and contrite sigh 

A trembling sinner, Lord, I cry: 

Thy pardoning grace is rich and free: 

O God, be merciful to me. 
Our attitude is not unlike that of the great but dissolute poet, who, when 
on his deathbed, was urged to be reconciled with God, replied, “Why 
should I? It is my business to write poetry; it is God’s business to forgive.” 

This attitude reflects a completely unrealistic view of the nature of sin. 
Sin is essentially rebellion, the defiant challenge, “My will, not Thine, be 
done.” The rebellion inevitably brings in its wake separation: from God, 
whose rule in our hearts and wills has been denied; from our fellows, as 
soon as some rival god-to-himself inconveniently asserts his claims; from 
ourselves, for no man can truly be his own god and the pretense that we 
are must war continually with our apprehension of reality. 

But so long as we are still defiant, so long as we still insist, “My will be 
done’, no reconciliation, no coming to grips with reality, and with ultimate 
Reality, is possible. Only repentance, that true appraisal of our real con- 
dition—creatures, not God; dependent, not self-contained—can put us in 
the way of being restored to our proper relationship. 

And: when we have experienced repentance; when we have learned to 
say, and to mean,

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From the Bishop's Desk

I am constrained to say only a brief word about my illness and enforced 
rest. Obviously I have for years been too prodigal in the use of unusual 
health and strength, and the inevitable happened. It was sheer folly for 
me to have set out for the meeting of the National Council when I had not 
recovered from a virus infection. But I felt a great sense of obligation 
because I was advised that the Overseas Department wished me to serve 
as Chairman and I was especially anxious to suggest for their considera- 
tion some new and adventurous policies for the new triennium. I am happy 
to advise you that after a long and tedious time with the strain of cutting 
down one’s weight alarmingly, I am, I trust, fairly well restored to health 
and strength and expect to be able to take over my normal obligations 
about Convention time, although I must be more prudent than I have 
been in the past. I wish to express my sincerest appreciation to Bishop 
Shires, notably, upon whom I have unwittingly imposed added burdens 
and to express my profound gratitude to those who have been kind enough 
to keep me in their prayers and to send me letters and flowers expressive 
of good will and oftentimes, | trust, of an affection which I cordially 
reciprocate. 

I wish to devote the rest of this newsletter to two pieces of planned 
construction at the Rancho del Obispo. Mr. Gillam has completed plans 
for the Chapel. Although still subject to some change they are quite lovely 
and I have in hand at the present time over $16,000.00 in cash and pledges 
toward the cost of construction. There is a vindicated hope that a few 
more thousands will be available from a source to which I cannot now give 
publicity. If we are able to secure voluntary skilled labor it is quite con- 
ceivable that we are within a few thousand dollars of our goal. I muse upon 
the number of vocations to life service which may legitimately be expected 
in the sanctities of such a shrine where our young people can unhurriedly 
and in a suitable environment face the question addressed to Isaiah, “Whom 
shall I send and who will go for us?” 

The recreation building, seventy feet long by thirty feet wide, with a 
nine foot verandah overlooking the beautiful Sonoma Valley has also been 
designed and there are funds available from the accumulated interest of 
the Maria Kip Endowment which will enable us to start construction this 
Spring. There may be an indebtedness of a few thousand dollars and that 
can be amortized from the same source. During the large conferences in 
the Summer the recreation hall will be available for the serving of all meals 
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as the new hall has kitchen as ties as well. Thus, the main building can 
be spared the hard use necessaril involyed when san Lape biying room has 
had to serve as dining room aswell, «~~ * 

I cherish the hope that the four convocations will interest Dssiniteia! in 
the construction of long houses for boys and girls following the estab- 
lished model of YMCA and YWCA, Boy and Girl Scouts, etc. Each build- 
ing would house twenty-four in separate cubicles, with a room for the 
counsellor at one end, lavatory facilities at the other end, and an aisle down 
the center. This would give some degtee of privacy and comfort and in- 
creasingly relieve the main building of multiple occupancy. A fair esti- 
_ mate of the cost of such long houses would be, I should think, $15,000.00, 
a figure that could be reduced by the use of voluntary skilled labor. © 

- May I in closing suggest that there are certain items of equipment in the 
Chapel which will be available for memorials and I shall be pleased to 


discuss this matter with any who are interested. Again, many thanks ton

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RSV Authorized 
For Public Worship 
The General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church has 
given its approval of the use of 
the new Revised Standard Version 
of the Bible for reading the lessons 
in the services of Morning and 
Evening Prayer. The Episcopal 
Church now authorizes four Bible 
translations for public reading: the 
King James Version of 1611, the 
English Revised Version of 1881, 
the American Standard Version of 
1901, and the new Revised Standard 
Version, published September 30, 
1952. Four Episcopalians were on 
the Committee of thirty-two top- 
ranking Bible scholars who worked 


fifteen years to produce this revi- 
sion. 


Call Issued for 
Service Chaplains 


New YorK—A plea for more 
Episcopal clergymen to volunteer 
as chaplains has been made by the 
Rev. Percy G. Hall, head of the 
Episcopal Church’s Armed Forces 
Division. The increase in the num- 
ber of men being inducted into 
service, coupled with the continual 
rotation of chaplains out of service, 
has: created a severe shortage of

form. The Episcopal Church is en- 
titled to a quota of 2.9 per cent 
of the total number of chaplains 
in the service, but 42 men are aun 
needed to fill this quota. 

Chaplain Hall: “We now 
have come to a crisis: We need 
chaplains for the services as fol- 
lows: Army, 15; Navy, 9; Air 
Force, 18; making a total of 42, 
Clergymen must of their own voli- 
tion volunteer. for this service.” ~

American Clergyman. 
Visits Adopted” Parish — 


Horyoxe, Mass. — Most recent 
outcome of the Diocese of Western 
Massachusetts’ “adoption” of fifty 
Berlin ‘parishes’ was the visit this 
past summer of the Rev. James 
Madison, rector of St. Paul's 
Church, Holyoke, and Mrs. Madi- 


son, to the Berlin church which 
his Massachusetts parish “adopted” 
five years ago. 

Upon their arrival in Berlin, 
“Uncle James and Aunt Marguer- 
ite”, as the Madisons are affection- 
ately called by the German parish- 
ioners, were given an enthusiastic 
welcome as they bore the personal 
greeting of the sister parish in the 
United States. A highlight of their 
visit was the torchlight youth-sing 
in the ruins of the church, at which 
Pastor Hoffman and the Rev. Mr. 
Madison together lighted a fire sym- 
bolizing the Christian Jove which 
had been kindled by the two par- 
ishes. 


Episcopal Church 
Resettles 3000 DP’s 


More than three thousand dis- 
placed persons have been resettled 
in the United States by the Episco- 
pal Church (a member of Church 
World Service) since the passage 
of the Displaced Persons Act in 
1948. These arrivals represent sev- 
enteen nationalities, the largest por- 
tion being Russian, and nine differ- 
ent religious groups. Of these, more 
than half belong to the Eastern 
Orthodox Church, with which the 
Episcopal Church has a close eccle- 
siastical friendship. 

These figures were disclosed in 
a recent report of the Department 
of Christian Social Relations of 
the National Council, which has 
been working closely with the in- 
terdenominational _ relief - and - re- 


habilitation agency, Church World 
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Service, in creating new homes for 
uprooted families in Central and 
Eastern Europe. 

The report, entitled “Operation 
Good Samaritan”, describes the re- 
sults of the Episcopal Church’s re- 
settlement program, stating that 
among the more than three thousand 
DP’s it brought to this country, 
there was a substantial number of 
widows with small children, handi- 
capped persons, and elderly men 
and women, DP’s who normally 
find it very difficult to be accepted. 
Families brought over through the 
program have been placed on 
farms, in industry, in domestic 
work, and in a small number of 
professional positions. 


New Film in 
National Council Series 
Newest film produced by the Na- 
tional Council is “Challenge in the 
Sun”, 28-minute sound-color film 
on the work of the Church in the 
Missionary District of the Panama 
Canal Zone. It received its premiere 
in Boston at the General Convention 
of the Episcopal Church. Although 
the movie is not a documentary, 
the actors are all missionaries act- 
ually in the field. The story, which 
is that of a young missionary cou- 
ple arriving in the Canal Zone, 
carries them through the first years 
of their work in that country and 
in the jungles of Nicaragua. 
“Challenge in the Sun” is the 
fourth of a series of National Coun- 
cil films depicting the Episcopal 
Church’s work in missionary areas, 
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- The first one, “Window on the 
Sky”, won an award as the best 
religious film of 1951, and the 
third, “Strength of the Hills,” won 
a similar award in 1952. The Dio- 
cese of California owns and dis- 
tributes two of the three films and 
this fourth film will be available 
from the diocesan Department of 
Promotion in early Spring. 


Seminary Seminars 


In Sight and Sound 

The Rev. Dr. James W. Kennedy, 
acting executive secretary of the 
Division of Radio and Television 
of the Department of Promotion of 
the National Council will become 
an itinerant sound-man during Lent. 
In a nationwide visitation to all 
the seminaries and women’s train- 
ing centers of the Church, he will 
try to indoctrinate all of the clergy 
and layworkers of the Church with 
an effective zeal for the use of 
the modern miracles of radio and 
television. 

While the time spent in each 
seminary will not be long enough 
to conduct a workshop, nor, for 
that matter, even long enough for 
an institute, in each instance the 
amount of time will be used to do 
the following things: 

1. To give a broad picture of the 
possibilities in both radio 
and television throughout the 
nation and how the Church 
can sieze and use available 
time at the local level. 

2. To discuss the various types 
of programs which are best 


suited to the Episcopal Church 
with specific attention to the 
broadcasting and telecasting 
of Sunday morning services. 

3. A discussion of techniques 
with reference to producing 
religious radio programs with 
special attention given to tech- 
niques. 

4. To discuss the best available 
resources for aiding the 
Church to carry the Good 
News even through closed 
doors. 

Dr. Kennedy will visit the 
Church Divinity School of the Pa- 
cific and St. Margaret’s House on 
Monday, March 16th. While on the 
Pacific Coast, Dr. Kennedy will 
meet with several groups in the 
following places: Seattle, Portland, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, and 
Hollywood. 

Immediately following Faster 
the Division of Radio and Televi- 
sion will hold one-day meetings in 
each Province for briefing radio 
and television keymen in each dio- 
cese.

Plainsong Services 

Nashotah House, Episcopal sem- 
inary in Wisconsin, has recently re- 
leased its latest recording, the Missa 
Marialis, in the finest tradition of 
the late Canon Winfred Douglas. 
It is now available on 33% r.p.m. 
(L.P.) records at $3.85. 

Following the outstanding suc- 
cess of the last recording by the 
Schola, the Missa de Angelis on 
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78 r.p.m. records, at $2.50 per set, 
the new recording features the 
complete service with propers from 
the English Hymnal, and, as an 
added feature, on the reverse side, 
Evensong for the Feast of the 
Purification with plainsong canti- 
cles from the Hymnal, 1940. 
The Missa Marialis recording has 
been done, with a background of 
the Choral Service Book authorized 
by: General Convention, under the 
direction of Wesley Day, Ch.M., 
F.A.O.G., F.T.C.L., organist and 
choir master at St. Mark’s Parish, 
Philadelphia, and a pupil of Ev- 
erett Titcomb.of the Church of St. 
John the Evangelist in Boston. |

New Church 


Publication Announced 

The Episcopal Church Day, a 
new national monthly magazine 
under the editorship of the Rev: 
Smythe H. Lindsay, D.D., has made 
its appearance. Dr. Lindsay is rec- 
tor of St. Andrew’s Church, Ama- 
rillo, Texas, and former Archdeacon 
of Dallas. According to Dr. Lind- 
say, the magazirie is being published 
to stress stewardship and Church 
teaching on a year-round basis. 
Aimed especially at the “hit and 
run” reader, The Day is pocket 
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size in format’ (4x6. inches, 32 
pages) and emphasizes the use of 
photographs and cartoons. It sells 
for 10 cents a copy in bundles of 
20 or more. Individual subserip- 
tions are $4.00 per year. 

Dr. Lindsay’s parish in Amarillo 
has had to expand its facilities to 
keep up with the increase in com: 
municant strength and Church 
School enrollment, The editor of 
the new magazine says he felt the 
need for supplemental and regular 
teaching to aid the pastoral, person- 
to-person approach. “This is neces- 
sary not only for our own members, 
but for prospective members as 
well,” said Dr. Lindsay. He also 
edits The Episcopal Church Times, 
a national weekly magazine set up 
for a similar purpose. 

A non-profit corporation, under 
the name, Anglican Press, is being 
organized by Dr. Lindsay to pub- 
lish the two magazines and to pro- 
vide other educational literature.

Music Releases Recordin mg 

New Yorx.—“Music of the Lit- 
urgy in English”, a Columbia LP 
12” recording made under the aus- 
pices of the Episcopal Church’s 
Joint Commission on Church 
Music, has been released for sale 
in record stores throughout the 
country. Recorded in the Chapel 
of General Theological Seminary 
in New York, the music is that of 
the plainsong and Angelican chant 
used in the services of Holy. Com- 
munion, Morning Prayer, and Eve- 
ning Prayer. 
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Prayer for Refugees 
Issued by Council 
The World Council of Churches 
has asked member Churches to 
adopt a special prayer for home- 
less refugees. Entitled, “A Prayer 
for Refugees”, it was prepared by 
the Rt. Rev. George K, A. Bell, 
Anglican Bishop of Chichester, 
England, and chairman of the 
World Council’s Central Commit- 
tee. He drafted the prayer in con- 
sultation with other World Council 
leaders and with Dr. C, J. van 
Heuven Goedhart, United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refugees. 
Following is text of the prayer: 

“Almighty God, whose _ blessed 
Son had no place on earth to lay 
His head, we thank Thee with all 
our hearts, that, having kept us 
from the tribulations which many 
of Thy children suffer, Thou hast 
permitted us to dwell peacefully in 
the land that we love. 

“Open our hearts to the sorrows 
of the refugees, who, through the 
cruelty of men and for the sake of 
that which they believed, have suf- 
fered the loss of those good things 
which we enjoy, and now live as 
aliens and outcasts, having nothing 
that they can call their own. 

“Help us to remember that it is 
not for our merits, but only of Thy 
grace that we have been preserved. 
Inspire our nation to take coura- 
geous and generous action for the 
sake of the refugees. 

“And make Thy Church a place 
in which the homeless find a home, 
the hopeless recover hope, and the 


wounds of men are healed; through 
» the love of Thy only Son, our 


Saviour, Jesus Christ. Amen.”

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The Easy Money ‘Boys

One of the pressing problems facing our society today is that of gam- 
bling, and as a people we need to consider carefully its moral implications. 
Because of its rapid growth many of our leaders in Church, State, and 
Business consider it a serious menace. They know that gambling interests 
have reached their fingers into high government circles. They know that 
the gambling fever can undermine a man’s character, destroy his home, and 
corrupt a community. Because it is a constant and growing problem in 
our daily lives, I hope that you will read this carefully, discuss it, and 
gather some strong convictions which you will pass on to other people. 

Let’s begin on the obvious level of community welfare by stating that 
the great gambling interests are a parasitical group living off the labors 
of others and contributing nothing to the community. The gamblers, 
because of the anti-social nature of gambling, stand, and always will 
stand, either in, or on the edges of, the underworld. We can expect to see 
again and again their attempted corruption of athletics and politics. The 
gambling interests corrupt youth, breed crime, and deteriorate the char- 
acters of all who come under their influence. When the bookies, the num- 
bers racket, or the slot machines make their appearance in a community, 
you know that there is trouble ahead. By their very nature the gambling 
interests are parasitical and anti-social, and a menace to the ordered life 
we love. 

The first reason, then, why gambling is wrong for everyone is be- 
cause money paid for a bet often goes to support this corrupting and 
worthless side of society. It is, therefore, poor reasoning to say that because 
you can afford a few dollars there is nothing wrong for you in betting. Is 
there nothing wrong in contributing to the support of a parasitic group 
that stands in, or on the edge of, the underworld? Is this responsible 
citizenship ? Should not every man be the wise steward of his money ? 

Secondly, consider the tremendous meaning of our daily work. It is 
hard work that has built and will continue to build America. It is through 
our daily work that we serve our fellowmen as laborer, teacher, business 
man, clergyman, housewife, or doctor; and it is by hard work that virtues 
are developed. We can go as far as to say that there is no place in society 
for an idle class, and we can repeat St. Paul’s stern words, “If a man will 
not work, neither let him eat.” 

It would be a deadly blow to America if our people began to look 
toward “easy money” rather than toward work, or if they began to rely 
on chance rather than industry and thrift. This is the central reason why 
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the “easy-money boys” of the gambling world are vicious and evil. They 
look upon honest work with contempt, and gather around them young men 
who will never do a decent and honest day’s work as long as they live. It 
is a sad commentary on American life that in horse racing, dog racing, the 
numbers racket, slot machines, punch boards, bingo, beano, and innumer- 
able give-away programs, the American people are gathering the idea of 
getting something for nothing. Remember that making your way by hard 
work and thrift is a rational basis for life, and “easy money” that comes 
without effort is irrational. Remember that the corruption of a nation 
begins in its thinking, and that you contribute to a force which under- 
mines honest work and thrift when you support in any way the gambling 
idea. Carried far enough, the thought of “easy money” can destroy a 
nation. There are three rational ways in which property can be exchanged 
—by labor, by exchange, and by gift. Gambling, based upon luck and 
chance, is none of these. 


When therefore, charitable and religious groups use bingo or “chances” 
on cars, etc., to bring money to their treasuries, it is a cheap thing which 
fits in with a corrupting tendency in American life. When a Church runs 
bingo parties, it falls below the best moral thought of even the non-Church 
community. If the University of Michigan, Wayne, Yale, and Harvard, are 
above beano and bingo, are too dignified to employ such methods, it is 
shameful when the Christian Church is not. I find it impossible even in 
my weakest moments, when the financial needs of the Church are most 
pressing, to imagine St. John, St. Paul, or St. Peter running a bingo party 
or our Lord sending out His disciples to sell chances. And I shudder at 
the thought that some young person might say, “It’s all right to gamble. 
We do it at Church.” How shameful a thing it is, further, when gambling 
interests are able to argue, “What we do is done by the Churches, and 
therefore, there should be no objection to it.” 


Charitable and religious institutions should be supported in one way 
only—by the free will offering, gifts, and work of the people. If we have 
financial difficulties, there is no sense in running to fake remedies which 
might erect buildings but would destroy our right to moral leadership. 
There is only one legitimate answer to the financial problem, and that is to 
follow the Lord and teach our people to practice Christian stewardship. 


There are, of course, instances where it is difficult to determine whether 
a practice is gambling or not. You can determine this for yourself by 


deciding whether you are furthering the idea of getting something for 
nothing.

Sam Ardo Mission’ 
Comes to Life 


The smallest Episcopal 
in the Diocese of California has; a 
congregation. which has attained 
stature in spirit. In recent months 
the activity in St.,Matthew’s, San 
Ardo, has brought the little church 
to the attention of clergy, and in 
terested lay people throughout. the 
State. 


_ With the advent of the Rev. Eldon 
Bayard, rector of St. Mark’s, King 
City, who is also vicar of St, Mat- 
thew’s, came the return of regulat 
Sunday services in the San Ardo 
church. The congregation, number- 
ing four in November, 1951, now 
averaging about. 15, began a series 
of cooperative efforts to make the 
building habitable and attractive 
once again. One member said of 
the church before the work began, 
“It was nothing and we were 
ashamed to have anyone go inside.” 
Visitors may now enter and mem- 
bers may be permitted justifiable 
pride in their-handiwork. 

The church has a new asphalt tile 
floor covering; new shades; new 
paint inside; complete electrifica- 
tion; and a new rug below the altar, 
which matches the deep red of the 
new dossal which was made by one 
of the members. Pews have been 
painted, as have other fixtures in 
the church. 

Plans for the future include eut- 
ting a large pepper tree which now 
obscures the front of the building, 
painting the outside, and nar 
of ‘the cross. 
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The little building began its ex- 
istence as a school building about 
1888. According to recollections of 
some residents of the area, the Rev. 
Mr. McGowan of Lockwood came 
to San Ardo each Sunday for serv- 
ices in the school building. Land 
and the old school were purchased 
and donated by Alex Braidon and 
Mrs. Earl who were pioneers in the 
area. 

For the past several years St. 
Mark’s, King City, and St. Mat- 
thew’s have had the same clergy- 
man, but after the retirement of the 
Rev. Seth Hawley both parishes 
were without a resident priest. Con- 
gregations in both have grown since 
April of 1952 with the arrival of 
the Rev. Mr. Bayard. A Woman’s 
Auxiliary has been formed and in- 
cludes in its activities assistance in 
maintenance of the church. An 
Altar Guild has also been organ- 
ized.

Faculty Stud 
Church-State T ensions 


A new program of exploration, 
with college faculties, of the de- 
veloping tensions between the 
claims of the secular and the sac- 
red has been initiated by the 
Church. Dr. Thomas S. K. Scott- 
Craig, professor of Philosophy at 
Dartmouth College, is taking a 
years leave of absence to inaugu- 
rate this new work. 


Early in February, Dr. Scott- 
Craig visited this Diocese and held 
a series of meetings under the joint 
sponsorship of the diocesan and 
provincial Departments of College 
Work. In addition to campus meet- 
ings, the diocesan department spon- 
sored a clergy and staff dinner at 
the Cathedral House on February 
10th. Dr. Scott-Craig led the group 
in a consideration of “The Sec- 
tarian Conflict between Church and 
State”. Culminating his week-long 
visit was a workshop for the Epis- 
copal faculty of northern and cen- 
tral California. Titled “Professors 
and Christians: An Inquiry”, the 
workshop dealt with the relation- 
ships of Christianity with Physical 
Science, with Poetry, with Politics, 
and with Judaism. Discussions were 
based on consideration by faculty 
people of “case-histories” prepared 
by Dr. Scott-Craig. 

Dr. Scott-Craig’s varied back- 
ground of English, Philosophy, and 
Theology makes him a particularly 
able discussion leader for faculty 
groups.

Study course for young people had 
fine results. It is to be continued

pass the examinations most satis- 
factorily at the end of Lent. It is 
expected that the various youth 
groups will cooperate as a whole in 
the program. Members of these 
groups will then be qualified to take 
part in the examination at the end 
of the course. Last year the mate- 
rial assigned for study and upon 
which the examination was based, 
was Part I of the book The Reli- 
gion of the Prayer Book by Pell 
and Dawley. This year the contest 
is to be based on either one of two 
assignments. The first is Part II of 
The Religion of the Prayer Book 
(the section entitled “God and the 
Christian”, pages 69 to 150), and 
the alternative course will be the 
UMCY booklet “Daily Increase”. 
The section assigned for this con- 
test will be all the material in the 
booklet dealing with the Mission 
Study, Alejandra, Mexico, pages 
17-67. Toward the end of Lent ques- 
tions on the material studied during 
the period will be sent to each 
group in the Diocese who have en- 
tered this study course. Three in- 
dividual awards are made as a re- 
sult of the examinations, and take 
the form of full scholarships at 
the diocesan summer conference 
for young people at El Rancho 
Del Obispo.

“At the invitation of Bishop Block 
and Bishop Shires, all of; the non- 
Caucasian clergy who work with 
their own racial groups on the West 
Coast were invited to attend a work- 
shop conference, to explore what 
the Church might do to bring all 
peoples into greater participation 
in the life of the Church.

three Chinese, and four Japanese 
clergymen. Bishop Shires and the 
Rev. Canon Kenneth. E, Nelson, ex: 
ecutive secretary, Department of 
Christian Social Relations of the 
Diocese, were leaders of the con- 
ference. 

One of the primary aims was to 
endeavor to find out the problems 
connected with the evangelization of 
those: racial groups with whom the 
Church already has had some ex- 
perience in ministering. In order to 
discover the most effective ways in 
which the Episcopal Church could 
win souls to God, it was necessary 
to face frankly the conditions in 
which the work is carried on. _ 

Amorig the items on the agenda 
for discussion ‘were first, therefore, 
the problems perculiar to each ra- 
cial group; the relationship of 
Church work in foreign fields to 
the work among the same racial 
groups in this country; the status 
of non-Caucasian group members 
in Church ‘institutions; discussion 
of dual standards of living; and 
the attitudes existing between the 
Caucasian and non-Caucasian 
clergy. 

A question about which. a good 
deal of discussion centered was the 
ultimate goal of racial work in the 
United States; that is, whether or 
not the goal should be complete 
integration and assimilation in the 
Church; ‘and, if 's0, the problems 
that must be faced in the gradual 
attainment of this end. Naturally 
in ‘this context the problems of seg- 
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regation, imposed both from within 
and without, came in for thorough 
study. 


Parish Program Conference 
Begins to Show Results 


At this writing the Parish Pro- 
gram Conferences have reached half 
the areas in the Diocese. By the 
time this issue appears the last of 
them will have been held. 

It is difficult, if not impossible, to 
transmit the impact of an experi- 
ence to those who have not shared 
it. But even to those who were not 
there a summary of the insights 
gained will be helpful, particu- 
larly when, as here, the real effect 
of the Conferences will be seen in 
the programs and planning of the 
parishes which participate. As the 
Rev. Walter Williams was emphatic 
in saying, in respect of the Sacra- 
ments: “More has been begun than 
was done.” 

The finest summary we have seen 
is that published by the Rev. Reg- 
inald G. Rosson of All Saints’, Wat- 
sonville in his parish paper, The 
Sursum Corda. A parish Planning 
and Strategy is in the process of 
formation at All Saints’ to take 
steps calculated to put into imme- 
diate effect new activities in each 
of the five areas of concern: Adult 
Education, the Christian Home, 
Family-Parish-Child Relationships, 
the Parish Family, and the Lay 
Priesthood. Already two adult study 
groups, of six couples each, have 


been organized. 
We share the summary with the 
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readers of THe Paciric CHURCH- 
MAN. 

“I wish everyone in the parish 
had been able to attend this con- 
ference. However, now that it is all 
over, there are some things that all 
of us who attended gained from it 
that is worth summarizing for the 
rest of the parish. 

“1.) Each and every parish is a 
family under God and a definite 
part of the whole Church. The 
blood-ties that unite us each to the 
other is not the natural blood of 
human generation, but the Body 
and Blood of Christ. We are all 
one in Jesus Christ. 

2.) Because we are all one 
family we should be interested in 
one another’s activities—just as in 
a natural family each member has 
a concern for each one of the other 
members. That is a sad day for a 
daughter or son when parents and 
other members of the family cease 
to care any more. Yet we have al- 
lowed such a case to arise in the 
Church family. Because we have 
become separated from each other 
as members of God’s famliy, many 
of us have ceased to care whether 
others come to church or not, while 
others have treated the family of 
God as a side issue to be attended 
to when it suits the whim of the 
‘Snoment, or to be left alone, at will. 

3.) In other words, the picture 
of God’s redemptive activity as it 
is presented to us in the Bible and 
in the Church is one always of re- 
lationships—a relationship to the 
God of the Universe and a relation- 


ship to the redeemed of God for 
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the purpose of redeeming the whole 
world. 

“4.) The Christian emphasis is 
always on fellowship expressed in 
worship and united action in the 
community for the accomplishment 
in us of God’s Will. This way leads 
to Heaven—Heaven is the ultimate 
in relationships to God and one an- 
other, which begins right here and 
now. The alternative is Hell, which 
is the ultimate in separation from 
God and from the fellowship of the 
redeemed in God. And Hell has its 
beginning in the here and now. As 
we live out our daily lives we are 
little by little growing deeper and 
deeper into Heaven or closer and 
closer to Hell. The atomization of 
our civilization points in the direc- 
tion of the latter, the fellowship of 
redeemed sinners in the Church in 
God leads to the former. And the 
job of clergy and laity alike is to 
bring the community in which we 
live into Heaven. For this we have 
all been ordained in Confirmation.”

Canon Kip? Some serve on the 
Board of Directors, others as vol- 
unteers in the clinic, working usu- 
ally one morning per week. Mem- 
bers of the Woman’s Auxiliaries 
filled more than 350 stockings for 
“South of Market” youngsters at 
Christmas time; they contributed 
approximately $600 to the annual 
Christmas Fund, from which arti- 
cles of clothing, and items for per- 
sonal use, were purchased for each 
youngster attending the center; they 
have contributed articles of cloth- 
ing, some made by hand, for dis- 
tribution to the needy; some Auxil- 
iaries have “adopted” individual 
children, or groups of children, in 
order to provide them with neces- 
sities; and parish branches are as- 
sisting in the collection of eye- 
glasses for distribution to those in 
need. The services of Auxiliary 
members who can devote a half- 
day a week, assisting the doctors 
and dentists at the Canon Kip clinic, 
is urgently solicited. Aiding in the 
care of the ill, the injured, and the 
distressed, offers an opportunity for 
real Christian charity. Canon Kip 
Community House, begun as the 
Good Samaritan Mission, and named 
for the grandson of the first Episco- 
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pal Bishop of California, continues 
to serve the needy of all races and 
creeds, in the “South of Market” 
district of San Francisco, and is 
now in its 59th year, “South of 
Market” is an area crammed with 
industrial and business buildings. 
Some 20,000 persons live in shabby 


ments, which are sandwiched in 
between the industrial buildings. 
There are more than three persons 
per occupied dwelling-unit in these 
structures. This is a greater conges- 
tion than anywhere else in San 
Francisco. The number of children 
attending two public schools has 
not changed significantly, nor 
dropped below 500 children, in the 
last 50 years. There is a constant 
movement out of the neighborhood 
to less crowded sections, and the 
Center worker 8 encourage this 
trend. 


The waiting rooms in the clinic at 
Canon Kip are filled each morning, 
often with the grievously ill. Com- 
pounded. by poor nutrition, few 
baths, and much “vino”, scratched 
in fights, or victims of strong-armed 
robberies, they are pathetically 
grateful for the ministrations of 
the over-worked doctors and den- 
tists. There is no charge to anyone 
unable to pay. All services in ‘the 
clinic, and at Canon Kip, are given 
without regard to nationality, race, 
or creed. Medical and dental .care 
is provided by doctors, dentists, de- 
voted Woman’s Auxiliary members, 
and others, all ona voluntary basis. 


- The clinic is open 5 mornings a 
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week, from 9:00, to 11:30 A.M. 
There is a critical need for addi- 
tional doctors to work half days in 


_ the clinie. Are you a doctor who 


can help? Or are you one who can 
influence a doctor who can help at 
Canon Kip? An urgent appeal is 


made to meet this exigency. 
hotels, rooming houses, and apart- ~. 


In service to “South of Market” 
children, an attempt is made to 
widen their culture, and to provide 
them with opportunities for learn- 
ing and experience not found in 
their underprivileged homes. A pro- 
gram of group work and recreation 
activities is carried on by a small 
devoted: staff. In the building are 
club and craft activities, athletics, 
and cooking classes. Athletics are 
organized for children from 70 
pounds up. The current Class “A” 
Winter Baseball League entry has 
been defeated only once. This team, 
incidentally, has lost 18 members to 
the Armed Services since Septem- 
ber. At Canon Kip, children of di- 
verse national origins, race, and 
creed, learn to work and play to- 
gether, and to share one with the 
other. Over the years they are pre- 
pared in many ways to become good 
citizens, and well-rounded, self-con- 
tained youths, men and women. 
Many Canon Kip alumni have as- 
sumed an honorable place in the 
activities of the community. The 
Rev. Henry Ohlhoff is remembered 
affectionately for his 38 years of 
devoted service to the Center. —

The beauty of faithful Christian 
friendship was dramatized by the 
death at the Laguna Honda Home 
in Holy Week, 1952, of C. Elmer 
Jameson, for a number of years the 
secretary-treasurer of the Church- 
men’s Round Table.

with us in whatever we may try to 
do for them. It would seem that, as 
even bedfast men can join in this, 
we should begin with a fellowship 
of prayer. The more active can of- 
fer helpful cooperation to the chap- 
lains. Those outside who have the 
means can underwrite the expenses 
of the work. Particular cases may 
require the assistance of men with 
professional skills. 


As the purpose of visitation is a 
friendly personal relationship it 
would be desirable that visitors, 
whenever possible, be personally 
acquainted with their men or have 
a common background in the same 
parish, church society, or retreat 
group. Possibly, by keeping the 
clergy informed, visits may be made 
occasionally by former rectors. It 
would seem that organization 
should be held to a minimum in 
order to preserve the idea of per: 
sonal relationship.

Lomita Park Clergyman 
Attends Crop Conference 
Chairman of the Church World 
Service Committee for Northern- 
California-Nevada Council of 
Churches, the Rev. William B. Mur- 
dock of Lomita Park, was a delegate 
to the Sixth Annual Field Staff Con- 
ference of the Christian Rural Over- 
seas Program held at Elkhart, In- 
diana, from January 20th to 23rd. 


The meeting discussed the con- 
tinuing need for foodstuffs and 
clothing in the distressed areas of 
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the world. Speakers from the De- 
partment of Agriculture, the Food 
and Agriculture Organization of the 
United Nations, and field workers 
from the areas served overseas re- 
ported. The need for food and 
clothing has too often been pre- 
sented to the American public as 
an emergency post-war problem, 
speakers declared. Actually, the 
cold war has aggravated the move- 
ment of persons from East to West 
across the “Iron Curtain”. Refugees 
are still arriving in Western Ger- 
many at the rate of betwen 15,000 
and 20,000 per month. At the same 
time, pressure to reduce aid, both 
public and private, is continually 
felt here at home. 


California has had a sorry rec- 
ord in providing foodstuffs for 
CROP. The Mid-West, in particular 
the wheat-producing States, have 
kept the post-war program alive. 
There are good reasons for the ap- 
parent failure in our State. The 
Mid-West does not have the diver- 
sification of crops that California 
does and the county-wide plan of 
organization employed by CROP 
field agents in the Mid-West did 
not succeed when applied here in 
1947-49, At the present time, Mr. 
Charles Pinkham, executive secre- 
tary for Church World Service in 
San Francisco, is making contacts 
with farmer co-ops and marketing 
associations in the hope of obtain- 
ing surplus commodities for ship- 
ment overseas. All kinds of com- 
modities can be assigned to CROP, 
but donors should understand in 
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advance that only certain foodstuffs 
such as bulk grains, dried fruits, 
and cotton will be shipped direct 
to the distressed areas of the world. 
Other crops will be converted to 
cash and invested in the needed 
commodities. Farmer contacts in the 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese 
of California are doubtless few, 
but those concerned with the need 
of displaced persons in Europe, 
Asia, and the Near East are urged 
to get in touch with Mr. Pinkham 
at 417 Market St., San Francisco.
